Washington—Some of the curious 


cross-currents of modern politics are 
evident in the confused situation that 
lias arisen with respect to a possible 
reduction of taxes. As congress is 
preparing lor tho opening session next 
•week, the Republicans 
are shaking 


their heads and saying they fear there 
•will be no tax rebate or refund or 
credit or anything else. The Demo- 
crats arc preparing a plan for perma- 
nent reduction in tax rates to whcih 
tho Republicans announce they are 
opposed. 


This mix-up on the surface -would 


appear to indicate that the -whole 
thing will get caught in a legislative 
Jam and that nothing will be done. 
But what may appear to be the situa- 
tion in December is not always what 
Happens in February or March. In- 
deed, there is every reason to believe 
that some kind of tax reduction is in 
prospect no matter how dubious the 
leaders may seem to be at the mo- 
ment. 


DEMOCRATS DETERMINED 


The reason for this is the determined 
attitude of the Democrats who, under 
the leadership of Representative John 
Garner in the house and Senator Sim- 
mons of North 
Carolina, 
ranking 


Democrat on the senate finance com 
mittee, are 
preparing to show the 


country that something can be done 
if tho Republicans 
-will forget 1928 


politics. 


The Democrats are far from forget- 


ting politics themselves, of course, but 
they hold the trump 
card—namely, 


the surplus which President Coolidge 
and Secretary Mellon have admitted 
can be used for tax reduction pur- 
poses. 


TNUSUAL SPECTACLE 


The spectacle of a Demociatic par- 


ty in congress supporting the idea, of 
tax legislation while the Republicans 
Indicate that they want neither 
the 


tax rebate nor the revision of tax 
rates is to, say the least, unusual. 
.•The Democrats are figuring on the 
crystallization of public opinion on 
tax reduction just as soon as a few 
bills are introduced and speeches made 
pointing out to the corporations and 
individuals just how their taxes can 
be .reduced. 
Tho Republicans will 


have their hands full fighting the 
Democratic program anyhow, i,o that 
when proposals are made for a. tax re- 
bate or credit they -will find increased 
difficulty in adopting the position that 
nothing at all bhould be done. 


Some of tho Republican leaders are 


saying nothing at this time about the 
prospects of tnx legislation, preferring 
to Trait till tho Democrats develop 
their program. But it never has hap- 
pened before that a surplus that could 
be used for tax reduction has-been ap- 
plied to debt retirement without a dis- 
tinct effort being made to get a re- 
vision of tax rates.

Enough Work in Sight to 


Keep Body Busy from Mon- 
day Until March 4 


Washington, D. C. — W)—The last 


week of the congressional recess winds 
up with enough work in sight to keep 
the short session which begins Monday 
busy from the first day until the sixty- 
ninth congress expires March 4. 


In addition to action on the annual 


crop of bills to provide funds for the 
various executive 
departments and 


agencies, the house will be confronted 
with prohibition, radio, taxation, alien 
property, Muscle Shoals and farm re- 
lief proposals along with the usual de- 
luge of minor bills. 


Many, if not all, of the major bills 


will reach the senate at one stage or 
another of the session and it already 
has a number of international prob- 
lems to face, election contests in pros- 
pect and. like the house, a heavy sheaf 
of measures having only local or re- 
gional significance. It also will have to 
consider nominations, from President 
Coolidge to fill more than 3,000 appoin- 
tive offices.

Cathode Ray May Help In 


Cure Of Cancer, Belief 


Milwaukee— OP) —-X-Ray experts 


who are here attending the conven- 
tion of the Radiological Society of 
North America Saturday were discuss- 
ing the possibilities of the cathode 
ray as applied to their field, following 
a demonstration Friday night by Dr. 
W. D. Coolidge of Schenectady, X. Y., 
of some of the feats he can perform 
with his five foot cathode .vacuum 
tube. 


Dr. Coolidge who is assistant direc- 


tor of the research department of the 
General Electric company, by driving 
a stream of electrons, tiniest particles 
of matter, through his tube with 330,- 
000 volts, turned acetylene gas to a 
powder. 


Calcium dolomite and gianite were 


given the glow of red hot metal but 
when touched by human hands were 
found to be no warmer than the tem- 
perature of tho room. Salt was turn- 
ed from white - particles to brown 
paste and cardboard was rayed as if 
a thousand needles had been 
shot 


through it. 


These were but a few of the elec 


tronic feats performed by Dr. Coolidge 
with his cathode vacuum tube sup- 
ported by an induction coil, transfer, 
mer, several batteries and a maze of 
wires. 
This tube, invented by Dr. 


Coolidge producing the Cathode Ray 
which shone purple in the darkened 
room, is declared by^scientists to be 
powerful cathode particles there Is 
believed to be latent an 
immense 


source of power and an undeveloped 
field for radio-active therapy. 


With its speed of radiation almost 


equal to the" emanation from radium 
the cathode ray, some scientists de- 
clare, may replace radium as a treat- 
ment for cancer and many other diseas- 
es. 
Dr. Coolidge, however, declined 


to discuss the possibilities of the cath 
ode ray in connection with cancer.

Instruction was given for 


two cases of pneumonia, 36 for colds, 
two for skin conditions and 10 for un- 
dtagnosed conditions. Two cases visit- 
ed were not ill. 


In the social service work of the 


nurses, temporary relief for depend- 
ency, delinquency and neglect 
was 


given to 10 homes. 
One mother's 


pension was secured, and seven pa- 
tients were accompanied to the doctor, 
clinic, hospital, etc. 


Twenty-eight children were excluded 


from school by the nurses because of 
symptoms of illness, and 100 notices 
were sent to parents regarding the 
health of their children. The nurses 
gave 19 classroom talks and one to a 
group of parents where there was an 
audience of 100 persons.

and conflict. 


HISTORY OF ROAD 


"In the old days the St. Paul rail- 


road was a profitable road and the 
stock was gradually picked up by the 
Standard Oil interests. 
When I first 


went on the Street both common and 
preferred sold at $175—$200 per share. 
These stocks were then 
considered 


very high class investments. To show 
what can happen to the most con- 
servative investment. I have seen this 
common drop to a low point of $3.23 
per share and the same preferred drop 
to a low point of $7.00 per share. 


"I have always been 
sympathetic 


with the St. Paul stockholders because 
they sot into trouble, not 
through 


speculation or selfish operation, but 
rather by endeavoring to extend their 
service to the Pacific coast. Of course 
it was a stupendous undertaking to 
build a modern, high class railroad 
through the Rocky Mountains. The 
owners of the St. Paul, however, were 
men with great financial resources as 
well as men of keen judgment. Hence 
there was no difficulty in raising mon- 
ey or obtaining the necessary conces- 
sions. 


"Tho road was contructed along the 


most modern lines and the most moun- 
tainous portion of the system was elec- 
trified. Unfortunately, however, the 
Judgment of these wisest and wealth- 
iest men was wrong.

duced was far less than anticipated 
and the cost of the property exceeded 
the estimates. As a result this ex-

the bond holders purchased the pro- 
perty. The chief feature of the re- 
organization plan is the exchange of 
$230,000,000 
bonds 
heretofore con- 


stituting a fixed charge largely into 
an Adjustment issue where 
interest 


payments are contingent on earnings. 
The plan also provides giving the road 
enough cash for all needed improve- 
ments and authorizes a prior bond is- 
suo -which will provide lor necessary 
financing in the future. 


The old General Mortgage bonds 


duo 19S9 are left undisturbed, as are 
also various divisional and guaran- 
teed issues and equipment trusts. All 
of the other bond issues are replaced 
with 20 per cent new 50-year mort- 
gage 5's and SO per cent new Adjust- 
ment bonds due Jan. 1, 2000. Interest 
on the latter is cumulative after Jan.

The National Economic league, the 


executive council of

Schwab, Albert J. Beveridge. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, A. Lawrence Lowell, 
James R.Angell and other distinguished 
Americans, has voted its opinion through 
a referendum of citizens selected from 
each of the forty-eight states: (1) That 
lawlessness and disrespect for law is the 
most critical problem confronting 
the 


United States today. (2) The condition of 
public sentiment is most to blame. (3) 
The prohibition situation is the leading 
cause of the breakdown of public senti- 
ment. 


Various opinions were given as to the 


causes of lawlessness, as well as the con- 
dition of public opinion, ranging from the 
prohibition situation TO laxi 
^f i.icr- 


als, laxity of religion, public 
indiffer- 


ence, inc/ecsed restrain 
on personal 


liberty, lack of proper education, char- 
acter 
of laws 
and 
inefficiency 
of 


courts, too much prosperity, money wor- 
shipping and pursuit of pleasure, attitude 
of public press, etc., but the major con- 
clusion was that prohibition is respon- 
sible for lawlessness and disrespect for 
law more than any other single cause. 
.. It is. of course, a conclusion which can- 
not be substantiated by facts or statistics, 
nevertheless we believe it is 
correct. 


We think the visible evidences of the-re- 
lationship between bootlegging, moon- 
-shining, public and private drinking, par- 
ticularly among the young, and crime, 
immorality and 
-'- aspect for authority 


are too striking and too direct to admit of 
successful denial. 


The wets will "applaud this indictment 


of prohibition, and the drys will denounce 
it, but we think the great body of Amer- 
ican citizens which is for tolerance, tem- 
perance and moderation, and whose views 
are the least influenced by extreme de- 
sires or feelings, will agree that the refer- 
endum conducted by the National Eco- 
nomic league is as near a truthful sum- 
mary of the crime situation as could be 
impartially 
arrived at. 
Undoubtedly 


lawlessness and disrespect for law is, as 
the league says, the most critical problem 
confronting the United States today. 
It 


has penetrated to the very atmosphere of 
the home and of our social life in ail its 
ramifications. Unless'there is a change for 
the better it cannot help but undermine 
the foundations on which our social in- 
stitutions and government itself rest. If 
prohibition is responsible for this, it has 
been a colossal mistake. 


It seems to us. as we have said, and as

THE ZONING VICTORY 


The United States Supreme court, in 


its decision sustaining a typical zoning 
ordinance of a suburban community sets 
at rest the essential question of the valid- 
ity under the United States constitution 
of reasonable application of the principle 
of zoning. 


It was not the result of a case in which 


there was any splitting of hairs. An Ohio 
realty company, owning property in a 
Cleveland suburb, wished to enjoin the 
enforcement of an ordinance restricting 
property with reference to commercial, 
industrial and residential uses on the 
zoning plan. The challenge of the ordi- 
nance was in regard to all its provisions, 
on the ground that it deprived the com- 
pany of liberty and /rope-ty without due 
process of law and denied it the equal 
protection of the law. 


The district court for the northern dis- 


trict of Ohio held th t the ordinance was 
unconstitutional and void, but the su- 
preme court, in reversing 
Jhis d~r" ion, 


held that the particular zoning law un- 
der observation and sin-ilar laws and 
regulations are justifiable exercises of 'he 
police power asserted for the public wel- 
fare. 


The opinion of the supreme court is 


both liberal and constructive.

develop our own potash resources, which 
can at present supply about 10 per cent of 
our own needs.

CHILDREN VERSUS PARENTS 


Here is a parent whose trouble Is typical of the 
modem family: 


"My three sons are 20, 17 and 13 years old. I 


try to keep in touch with them.but they resent any 
reference to their morals etc. Yet 1 sometimes do 
so—to 
feel I'm trying to do my part. Then it 


seems to do no good whatever. Children &eem to 
resest r.r.y talks or information on ruoiuL-, «.om>u^ 
from parents. At least this lias been my experi- 
ence." 


Certainly there is a widespread feeling of resent- 


ment among children whose parents have sidestep- 
ped or evaded the duty of providing proper instruc- 
tion about the sexual side of life. This sometimes 
amounts to pretty severe criticism of parents by 
children who have made serious mistakes. Much of 
the feeling is justified, too, for there can be no 
question that many parents do fail ignomlnously 
in this sacred duty. Yet children who harbor such 
resentment should try to temper their feelings oy 
reflecting that this sin of the parents is seldom 
wilful. It Is a bin of omission, not one of commis- 
sion. 
Few parents would deliberately conspire to 


subject their own children to the vicious teachings 
children without proper home instruction usually 
'et in rgeard to sex. In extenuation of the short- 
comings of parents in this vital matter we plead 
gnorance. The parents themselves received no such 
jood home instruction from their parents. They 
dad 
to "pick it up" wherever they could get it. 


Perhaps they had a better chance of picking up 
clean, truthful knowledge in their day than a child 
has today; and then again perhaps not; it de- 
fended largely upon conditions and environment. 


But it is not merely ignorance of s>ex matters 


which I plead in extenuation o£ the parent's fail- 
ure to give children proper instruction. It is ig- 
norance of the way m which to go about such 
teaching. 


Our schools and colleges today are just no\\here 


on this fundamental aspect of education. Show me 
a common school, a high bchool or a college'which 
s giving a fair course of instruction in the physi- 
ology and hygiene of sex. You can't find one. The 
schools dare not touch the subject, because of the

viciuos piece of pornography. 


Heaven knows how hi'rd it is for a father to 


landle this business of instructing his young son, 
and it must be infinitely harder for a mother to 
each her daughter. You children who feel resent- 
ment towards parents who have seemed remiss in 
mparting knowledge of sex would not feel so bit- 
ter, I am sure, if you knew how much anxiety and 
anguish of mind parents suffer in battling with this 
accursed 
problem. 
Especially would you absolve 


mother if you could look into her heart.

"Washington. D. C. — Indians, the 


original inhabitants o£ Xorth Ameri- 
ca, arc no longer "a vanishing race," 
a phrase that was coined to epitomize 
the tragedy of the dying out of a 
people that once owned a vast ter- 
ritory, the heart of which has become 
the richest country in the world un- 
der the 
onward 
movement 
of the 


white race. 


The records of the Bureau of In- 


dians Affairs of the Department of the 
Interior show that there are now 
349,595 Indians in the United States, 
an increase of 1G.5S5 over ten years 
ago — a percentage of increase in 
population over a ten-year period of 
approximately 4.S per cent. The in- 
crease in numbers of the Cherokee 
Indians of Xorth. Carolina may be 
cited as especially notable, their pop- 
ulation in 1912 being 7914 and 11,909 
according to present reports. This is 
increase of more than 50 per cent in 
less than a decade and a half. 


This condition of affairs is attribut- 


ed to the efforts of the Government 
to introduce into the homes of the 
Indians modern sanitary methods of 
living and in furnishing increased 
medical and hospital assistance and 
teaching the Indians the 
laws of 


health and sanitation. 


States containing large Indian pop- 


ulation are Oklahoma with 120,163; 
Arizona. 43,950; South Dakota, 24,241; 
Xew Mexico, 22,481; California, 18,- 
812; Minnesota, 14,3000; and Montana, 
13,142. There are about 3S.OOO Xavajos 
in Arizona and Xow Mexico; over 30,- 
000 Sioux in Xorth and South Dakota, 
Montana, Nebraska, and 
Minnesota; 


about 20,000 Chippewas in Minnesota, 
Xorth Dakota, and Wisconsin; 11,190 
Pueblos in Xew Mexico; and in the 
so-called Five Civilized Tribes in Ok- 
lahoma there are approximately 101,- 
300 enrolled members. 


The Indians of the "United States are 


not only growing in numbers, but in 
recent years they have made remark- 
able progress in agriculture and stock 
raising. They 
own 
livestock, 
and 


poultry valued at about $30.150,000,

There are now on the statute books 


about 370 Indian treaties and 2000 
laws relating to Indian affairs.

If fruit cake must be baked, keep 


the oven very "slow" and put the 
cake pans into a larger pan containing 
about an inch of hot water. 


When cake Is taken from the oven, 


place on a clean towel on a cake cool- 
er or bread board. Pull cloth over pan 
to completely cover it. Let stand fif- 
teen minutes and then lift oft pan. 
Turn cake right side up and let stand 
until cold. Wrap in heavy waxed pa- 
per and keep in a. tight tin box until 
needed. 


The rich fruit cake should be baked 


nearly three weeks before Christmas in 
order to "ripen." but the cggless cake 
will be very good in a week's time.

Industrial Commission Pre- 


pares to Enforce Neglected 
, State Law 


^'prospective enforcement by the 


•Wisconsin industrial commission of 
a law which has been inore or less 
disregarded since it was placed on the 
Wisconsin statutes in 1919 has caused 
and is causing general rearrangement 
ot working arrangements in most pa- 
permills in tho Fox river valley. The 
law which has been ignored but which 
now probably will be enforced pro- 
vides that laborers must be given 24 
cor.5eeuf!v> hours of 
r<?«=t in every 


seven days. It makes some allow- 
ances for emergencies but does not 
take into consideration whether the 
employe wants the 24 hours of rest— 
he must take it. 


Other industries besides paper mills 


probably will be affected by the law 
but peculiar conditions in the paper- 
mills make it a particularly difficult 
and intricate problem. First there is 
the matter of the tour or shift work- 
ers and then the maintenance or re- 
pair crews. 


TWO BIG PROBLEMS 


The repair crews presented the big- 


gest problems in some mills while in 
others it is tho shifting of the tour 
crews which is creating the greatest 
difficulty. 
Paper-mill men say that 


the machinery and plant must be 
crated six days a week 24 hours a day 
to be profitable and a huge loss would 
result if it were necessary to close 
the machines during those six days 
to make necessary repairs. Hereto 
for it has been the practice to make 
the repairs on Sundays but under the 
]aw which the industrial commission 
will undertake to enforce it either will 


r_k necessary to engage separate crews 
for Sunday work or to arrange shifts 
of maintenance crews so that all of 
the men will have a day oft every 
week. 
In all the mills but one which have 


takea any action along this lino the 
maintenance crews have been divided 
into shifts so that the men will have 
either,, Saturday, Sunday or Mondav 
off each week. Workmen who must 
be on the job on Sundays will have 
cither Saturday or Monday off and 
all the men will have Sundays off 
either every two or three weeks. The 
strange part of the situation is that 
a majority of the men,

WxVNT OVERTIME JOBS 


Millmen say that jobs which offer 


an opportunity for overtime are in 
heavy demand in the mills and em 
ployes are showing resentment nov.
